inu. — Tlie Vr'a^hington'c'nMm, of a laledate, con- 
tains the letter below, and introduces it with 
the following truthful language: 

The following is an extract from a letter of 
Hon.B. F. Hallett t« the Democratic Convention 
at Petersburg, Virginia, published October 18, 
1852. The predictions which it contains are 
now in course of Complete fulfilment. "A con- 
solidation of all the isms into an exclusively sec- 
tional party at the North, whose vitality will be 
hostility to the South," is taking place; and ab- 
olition politicians are "■attempting toearrv out a 
dismemberment M the North ami South." But 
as Mr. Hallett predicted, "they will fail." 

Here is the extract: 

"What is to follow the defeat ofGdheral Scott 
(which now promises to be a rout and the dis- 
banding of the Whig party) is pretty well fore- 
shadowed in the future. Mr. Calhoun prophesied 
that whichever party was beaten at the North 
in the election of 1848, would join the aboli- 
tion party. This prophesy failed, because the 
Democratic party of the Norlh were beaten, and 
that party «M a body, never has deserted the 
Union or severed from the South. The prophecy 
will be fulfilled when the Scott Whigs of the 
North are defeated in 1852, unless political ab- 
olitionism shall cease to be the clement in either 
of two national parties which must always sub- 
sist in some opposite forms in this country. But 
"we may rather look for consolidation of alt the iMM 
into ait exclusively lertiimai party at the North, 
whose vitality will be hostility to the South. This 
will revive the old struggle for a northern con- 
federaty, which was once before attempted in 
our last history, when the federal party at the 
North finding thev could not rule over the whole 
Un'uii determined" to reign over New England 
and New York. That conspiracy was defeated 
by the Union of the democracy North and 
South. It did not then avow abolitionism, but 
engendered it in the Hartford Convention. In 
that council of disunioiiists the denial of repre- 
sentative rights to the South, and a prohibition 
against foreign born eoer holding any office in the 
United States, were laid down as the basis 
ofa northern confoderatfon. 

"The uew conspiracy for a northern confedc 
ration vill revive the old issues of separation 
with abolitionism alone as its basis. The poli- 
tician* of that school will attempt toearrv out, 
as between States, what some of the religious 
associations have so unwisely pressed — a dis- 
memberment of the North and South. They 
will fail, and thcarefional politicians of the Nortl 
will be out votcM even by the Union men of the 
North without the aid oi' the South; and with 
that aid the Democratic party of the Union, will 
; be invincible, not only in its power a*the united 
northern and southern Democracy, but with them 
in such a Contest will be found the whole body 
of Union Whigs (the commercial, manufacUirin 
substantial, business Whigs) on the side of the 
Union.

sixty-two members.

ARRIVAL OF THE STEAMSHIP BALTIC. 
Late from the Seat of War — Highly Important — 

Several Sanguinary Engagements— Immense Loss] 
New York, Nov. 27, M. 

The Collins steamer Baltic arrived at Bendy 
Hook, at 12 o'clock, on Saturday night, and 
reached her dock at 9 o'clock this morning. 

She brings W8 Aasengers, amongst them the 
Hon. Reverdy Johnson, and Donn Piatt, Esq., 
Secretary of Legation at Paris and bearer of dis- 
pat cites. 

The Baltic left Liverpool .at 2 o'clock, on the 
afternoon of the 15th. 

The Africa arrived at Liverpool on the after- 
noon of the 14th. 

The news by the Baltic is extremely interest- 
ing. 

The news of the massacre of the English 
light cavalry, under Lord Carpegnn, is mainly 
confirmed. 

They charged a batterv of 30 guns and lost 
400. ' Only two hundred 'of those that charged 
returned. 

Since then there has been incessant aud san- 
guinary fighting. 

The allies are almost overmatched, and the 
most urgent request has been sent ftr reinforce- 
ments. 

50,000 Frenchmen are to be immediately sent, 
and every available steamer is taken to transport 
the troops — including the steamers Europa, 
Alps, India, New York and others. 

On the 4 h November there was a sanguinary 
engagement, and on the 5;h there was a terrible 
combat, including a sortie and geVicral attack 
by Menschikoff. The battle lasted from day- 
break until 4 o'clock in the af.efnoon. Both 
sides claim a victory. 

The English -took some 100 prisoners. The 
Russians stormed several batteries, and silenced 
the guns. The loss on the part of the allies was 
about 5,000, and on the part of Russia 8,000. — 
The Czar's two sons were in Uie battle. 

The battle was resumed by the Russians the 
next day, the 6th, and we Jo not yet know the 
result. 

The allies were preparing to storm before the 
Russians can recover their losses. A practica- 
ble breach has been effected. 

Russia, with a view of complicating negotia- 
tions, notifies that she will treat direct with 
Austria fin the four points.

Since the, battle of Alma, Menschikoff has 
been rcinforcedoy the commands of Qens. Cha- 
mutoff, Lspadi and Eorofl! The entire infantry 
force of the Russians at Sevastopol is 43,000, 
and the cavalry and artillery, which swell the 
number to 60,000. 

The best that can be said for news on the 
part of the allies, is that it is of a chequered de- 
scrip. ion. A succession of hard fights have 
been fought and victories gained, each victory 
costing as much as the defeat. At the same 
time, so closely have these affairs been drawn, 
that the Russians, equally with the allies, claim 
the advantage. 

It is not admitted that the defences of Sevas- 
topol were underrated, the bravery of the ene- 
my underrated, and the forCe of Menschikoff in 
the field altogether unexpected. 

The massacre of the English cavalry, before 
reported, arose from a misconstruction of orders. 
Six hundred and seven cavalry rode over the 
field under a heavy cross fire from aTbartery of 
thirty guns, and in a quarter of an hour all wer* 
killed except 198. 

'The Russian army has been swollen by rein- 
forcements from the Danube, as well as by the 
combined reserves of all of the southern prov- 
inces. They are animated by the presence of 
the Grand Dukes Michael and' Nicholas. They 
a'tacked, on the 5th of November, the right of 
the English position before Sevastopol. The 
English sustained the attack with remarkable 
firmness and solidity, and supported it by a di- 
vision of Gen. Boogner's division, which fought 
with admired vigor, as well as by the troops 
which were nearest to the English position. — 
The enemy, who far outnumbered our force, 
beat a retreat with a loss estimated at from 8,- 
1)00 to 9,000. The struggle lasted the whole 
day. At the same time Gen. Farry was forced 
to repulse a sortie made by the garri-on, and en- 
del his energetic command the enemy were 
driven back into the place with a loss of 1,000 
killed and wounded. Thisbrilliant day, which 
was not purchased without considerable loss to 
the allies, does the greatest honor to our arms. — 
The siege continues with regularity.

Up to Tuesday afternoon, the 10th, no official 
account hail been received by the English Gov- 
ernment from Lords Raglan or Stratford De 
Redclilt'e, relative to the action of the 5;h. but 
the advices received at Liverpool on the morning 
of the 5th, supply a few additional particulars. 

The riyht wing of the Engli-h army, which 
was attacked by the Russians, consisted of a foot 
guard, and the 2d, and 3d, and 4'h divisions. 

At Vicuna, i, was the opinion that a few more 
such victories would compel the allies to raise a 
tseige. 

Menschtkoff'sdispatch to Pa-kiewitch says, - I; 
will be impossible for the allies to continue the 
scige, and 1 will continue to chastise their te- 
merity." 

The London Times correspondent telegraphs 
that Canrobert has assured the French Govern- 
ment that the Russians were so weakened in the 
affairs of the 5th, that for ten days they would 
not.be in a position to resist an assault on the 
town, and that he means to make the attempt. 

The corre-pondent calls the allies lossSHOH. 

A telegraphic di -patch, dated St. Petersburg, 
13th, stated that Menschikoff reports to the Em- 
peror, under date of the8lh, from Sevastopol, 
that on the 5th, the garrison made two sorties — 
one against right flank, which Was successful; 
resulted in the capture of one of the English 
batteries, the gun- of which were spiked. There 
was a great loss on both sides. 

The second sor.ie was completely successful. 
The Russians -piked 15 gun-. 

Immediately afterwards a French infantry di- 
vision, pursuing the retiring Russians, attempted 
to mount to an assault, but was thrown back 
with an iinmen -e loss. 

!• was reported at Paris that the government 
had received a dispateh announcing that the 
storming of Sevastopol commenced on the 5th 
under very favorable circumstances. Nothing 
else was 'known. Another dispatch confirms 
that on the 4th of November the allies batteries 
were bu' 15 yards from the walls and that they 
had effected a practicable breach.

The War — The Naral Attack on Sevastopol. 

CCNSTA.VTIXOPLE, Oct. 23. 

On the morning of 17th. when the connonadc 
opened, it was intended to storm the works dur- 
ing the day, should the effect of the shot and 
shell on the Russians render the plan possible. 
One part of the scheme was, that the fleets should 
attack the great batteries at the mouth of the bay 
so as to make a diversion, and draw a certain 
number of the Russian artillerymen from their 
guns. The cannonade on the land side com- 
menced a little before 7 in the morning, and for 
an hour all went well, until it became evident 
that some of the French works were enfiladed by 
the Russians, aud that the latter were able to 
keep up a fire much stronger than was at first 
supposed. The terrible explosion which took 
place on the left of the French line threw every- 
thing into confusion; many of their guns were 
dismounted; and though the lossby tbeaccident 
was not more than 120 men, yet the discourage- 



ment produced seems to have b?en very great 
The details of the action for the next few hours 
you have already learned; the main features of 
it were a vigorous fire on the part of the British, 
returned by one equally obstinate from the Rus- 
sian works, while the French were only firing 
occasional shots along part of their line, and in 
Some places their batteries were silenced alto- 
gether. About mid-day the fleets stood in to BO- 
gage i In: batteries at the mouth of the bay. It 

is said some disagreement took place between 

the French and British authorities, and that Ad- 
miral Dundasgave in to the views of his col- 
league, w hose plan was adopted. At all events, 
the French went in and engaged the batteries on 
their right. The fire of I heir vessels was as effec- 
tive as could be expected, and in better circum- 
stances the combined fleet might have won an 
easy victory. But nature interposed difficulties 
petfectly insurmountable. 

The water in the neighborhood of the works 
on each side is shoal, and it is impossible for 
even a frigate to run in closer than from 800 to 
1000 yards. At such a distance the action of 
shot upon stone walls is only trifling. The con- 
sequence was, tha' although the enemy were 
several times driven from their guns, of which 
not a few were dismounted, yet the damages 
don*) to the works which guard the entrance to 
Sevastopol was extremely small. The precise 
loss of the French we have not yet learned. The 
Yille de Paris engaged the Quarantine batterv*, 
and after an hour's firing the Russian gunners 
were driven off; they however, returned shortly 
afterwards and renewed the fight. About 3 
o'clock they seem to have began to open with red- 
hot shot. Some time after this a shell came into 
the Ville de Paris, and blew away a great part 
of her poop deck, killing and wounding a con- 
siderable number of men. 

The Engli-h had come up within range of the 
batteries on the left shortly before 1 o'clock. 
Tile Agamenuou steamed in and engaged Fort 
Constantino with great determination. The 
Britannia, was, 1 believe, towed in by the Retri- 
bution, then followed the Arcthusa, Albion and 
Loudon. The Sphinx, newly arrived from the 
Baltic, went in tiring her long fore and aft guns 
at Fort Constant ine with considerable effect, 
for the enemy took special pains lo be rid of her, 
and the shofwhich fell round her kept the sea 
in a constant'foaiu. Two or three Turkish sail 
of the line also stood in aud fired at the batteries 
on the Constantino side- The practice was not 
bad, and the effect of theiraid would have been 
more a.veptible had they not placed themselves 
between the QnOfjn and the Russians, so as to 
prevent that ship from engaging until she had 
changed her posit ion. The British line was an- 
chored all along the left point of the entrance, 
at a distance of about 900 yards. The Aga- 
menqon poured in an incessant fire on Fort Con- 
staiiLine, and about 3 o'clock a great explosion 
took place inside, which no doubt occasioned 
great damage, for the Russian tire slacked con- 
siderably for nearly half an> hour. But from 
the distance of the vessels the shot could have 
little effect on the stone walls of the forts, and 
the Briti-h Wjere exposed to a severe fire not only 
from tlmm but from other batteries, the work of 
the last few months. 

It appears that the enemy have constructed 
a sunk battery of great power between Fort Oon- 
■taatue and the hill which lies farther in. The 
effect of this when it opened on the British Line 
was very great. The Agmennon about 4 o'clock 
v as very much eut about, and was obliged to 
hull off, and her place was taken by the Sanpa- 
rcil. The Albion received several shells close 
to the waterline, and was once or twice on fire. 
She is expected down here hourly to repair dam- 
ages. The Arathusa experienced nearly as 
much damage: Iter hull is very much injured. 
She has four men killed and twenty wounded. 
At about three o'clock the Russians had opened 
with red-hot shot, and it was from this tha: tin- 
chief damage arose, as many of the ships were 
on tire three or four times. The sunk battery 
was never injured, but Fort Don Start tine and the 
Quarantine Fort must have had many of their 
guns dismounted. Finding that, there Was no 
possibility of making any impression on the 
forts from the distance at which the ships were 
placed, and that any effect was only temporary, 
and consisted merely driving the Russians from 
iheir guns, it was resolved to retire, more par- 
ticularly as it was growing dark, and all idea of 
■timing the place-that day had been given over 
on account of the unsatisfactory nature of the 
operations on the land side. 

Boston, Nov. 2'{ 
The following extract from a private letter da- 
ted on board of the U. S. sloop-of-war Albany, 
St. Thomas, Sept. 27th, says: 

"1 should have written to you- before, but we 
have been in chase of the Commodore, expect- 
ing that we should set sail for the United States 
as soon as Ave found him. We found him at 
Samana, and received orders from him to visit 
this port, and then Laguyra, Curacoa, and Na- 
vy Bay. Wcniny possibly go to the Northward 
this fall. Capt. Gerry keeps his own counsel, 
heuce the officers and crew are not informed as 
to the future." 

The Rev. R. II. Hitchcock and wife, George 
Pierson and wife, and Rev. Win. O. Baldwin and 
wife sailed this morning in the Ocean Pearl for 
Honolulu. 

New York, Nov. 25. 
The Empire City, from Panama, reports that 
risings in various parts of Cuba were quite plen- 
tiful.

Charleston-, S. C, Nov. 28: 
The Legislature of South Carolina assembled 
and organized yesterday. The Governor - mas- 
sage was sent in to-day. It relates mostly to 
the State's financial distress as being greater 
than at any time since '37. He opposes the cre- 
ation of new banks, and thinks they are not 
calculated to remedy the evil. He recommends 
a change in the school system, and thinks that 
the laws relative to free persons of color, arriv- 
ing by seaports might be modified, so as not to 
give cause of offense to foreign governments. — 
He considers that they should observe and pur- 
sue a sound and direct foreign policy, and avoid 
the appearance of grasping any portion of for- 
eign territories. As regards the recent elections 
at the North they arc indicative of great distur- 
bance of the Councils of the nation, and he hopes 
that the South will discard party jealousies and 
stand by the Constitution.
